Christmas  pot  plant.  The  pendulous  flowers  are  produced  on  thick  fleshy 
stems  about  10  to  12  inches  in  height  and  remain  a  long  time  in  bloom.  The 
color  is  a  most  beautiful  velvety  shading  of  orange-red  with  a  blending  of 
purple  at  the  tips. 

Cultural  Directions — The  bulbs  may  be  planted  five  or  six  in  a  five-inch 
pot  in  a  compost  of  two  parts  sandy  loam  and  one  part  leaf  mold,  placing  them 
in  a  layer  of  sharp  sand.  Water  only  once  until  growth  is  started.  Place  in 
cold  frame  until  weather  becomes  too  cold  then  move  to  a  cool  greenhouse. 
Water  may  be  used  frequently  in  growing  stage  and  liquid  manure  can  be  used 
while  in  bud. 

House  Culture — Follow  the  above  directions  in  potting,  then  place  in  a 
cool  room  and  when  growth  is  well  advanced  the  pots  may  be  placed  in  a  warm 
sunny  window  for  flowering.

Tulips  for  bedding  are  the  most  popular  and  effective  of  all  hardy, 
bulbous  plants.  In  our  descriptions  we  give  the  color  and  average  height  to 
which  they  ^ow.  For  pot  culture  and  forcing  for  Winter  cut  flowers  they 
are  invaluable. 

For  outdoor  planting,  4  inches  to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb  is  deep  enough, 
and  a  distance  of  5  to  6  inches  between  the  bulbs  is  sufficient.  They  may 
be  planted  in  October  and  November,  before  the  ground  freezes.  For  pot 
culture,  a  compost  of  two  parts  loam  to  one  part  light  manure,  with  some 
sand  intermixed,  is  suitable.  From  three  to  five  bulbs,  according  to  size,  in 
a  5-inch  pot,  are  very  effective.  The  pot  should  be  buried  until  the  bulbs  are 
well  rooted. 

A,  B,  and  C  indicate  season  for  flowering.  A  and  B  may  be  planted  to  flower 
about  the  same  time  in  the  open  ground;  C  flowers  later.  The  figures  indicate 
average  height  in  inches.

5  in.  apart,  requires  160  bulbs;  4  in.  apart,  requires  300  bulbs. 

Depth  at  Which  Bulbs  Should  Be  Planted 

Many  of  our  customers  are  frequently  puzzled  to  know  the  proper  depth 
and  distance  apart  at  which  bulbs  should  be  planted.  The  accompanying 
diagram  conveys  the  information  much  more  clearly  and  briefly  than  we 
could  describe  it.  The  chart  will  bear  careful  study.  Outdoor  planting 
should  he  done  early  in  the  Fall  to  secure  healthy  plants,  vigorous  foliage 
and  beautiful  flowers. 
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Strawberry  Plants 
Pot  Grown 


For  Summer  and  Fall  Delivery 

The  best  time  to  plant  pot-grown  Strawberries  is  during  the  month  of 
July  and  early  part  of  September.  They  have  the  great  advantage  over  “layer” 
plants  of  producing  a  crop  of  the  largest  and  finest  berries  the  first  season 
after  planting.  Further  than  this,  they  may  be  safely  planted  in  the  hottest 
and  driest  weather  without  serious  check  to  growth,  and  may  be  planted 
where  early  Potatoes,  Peas  or  other  early  crops  have  been  harvested. 

All  varieties  of  Strawberries  give  the  greatest  yield  and  the  largest  berries 
when  grown  in  rich  soil,  hence  no  pains  should  be  spared  in  preparing  the 
bed  carefully  before  planting,  by  digging  or  plowing  deeply  and  turning 
under  a  liberal  application  of  well-rotted  manure.
